The first was from Matthew 
xii., 31 and 32: "All manner of ain and 
blasphemy shall be given unto men; but1 


the blasphemy agonist the Holy Ghost 
shall not be given unto men. And who- 
soever speaketh a word against the Son 
of Man, it shnll be forgiven him; but 
whosoever epeuketh against the Holy 
Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, 
neither in tliis world, neither in the 
world to come." Tho second leit was 
from Hebrews xii., 17: "He found no 
ykco of ropeutaiice, though he sought it 
carefully with, tears." 


Let it bo understood at the outlet, said 


Dr. Talmage, that the Protestant pulpit 
has no revelations not given the Protest^ 
ant pew. The minister of Christ has no 
right to lord it over the conscience of 
men. 
When we preach we do not utter 


adicta; we only offer opinions. 
In this 


land and in fh™ age, where the Bible is 
in almost every hand and ill almost ev- 
ery house, let every man understand that 
he has a light, equally with others, to 
interpret the Word of God for himself, 
asking only divine illumination. 
As 


sometime you gather the whole family 
around in the evening to hear some in- 
teresting book read, so tonlay we gather 
a great Christian family group to study 
this text; and now may one'and the same 
lamp cost its glow on all this vast circle 
of immortal souls. 


You see from the first passage that I 


read that there is a sin against tho Holy 
Ghost for which a man is never pardon- 
ed.

Live as we may, if we only repent iu 
time God will forgive us, and then all 
will be as well us though we hud never 
committed sin. My discourse shall come 
iii eollissiou with that theory. 1 shall 
show you, my frieuds, us God will help 
me, that there in such a thing as unsuc- 
cessful repentance; that there are things 
done wrong that always stay wrong, and 
for them you may seek some place of re- 
peirttuice, and seek itcarefully, but never 
find it. 


Belonging to this class of irrevocable 


mistakes is the folly of a misspent youth. 
We may look back to our college days 
and think how we neglected chemistry 
or geology or botany or mathematics.

seme, but, father, you . never told me 
how to die. Now I am dying and I am
